METEOROLOGICAL. 
Signal Service Bulletin for May—1Table ol 
Rainfall. 
The following special bulletin for May 
has been issued from the Signal Service 
headquarters in San Francisco, under date 
of June 1st: 
W eather—But one 
storm of 
any

month. 
This 
passed from the ocean to the east 
over northern Washington Territory on 
the 7th, accompanied by dangerous winds 
oft’ Cape Flattery. In Oregon and W ash­ 
ington Territory the first hall’of the month 
was marked by daily showers and cool 
weather and the last half by continuous 
lair weather and high temperatures. In 
California rain fell only in scattere 1 show­ 
ers, except in the extreme northern portion 
of the State, where rain was general on the 
Gth. 9.b, 14th and loth. On the 20th. 27th, 
28th and 29th the temperature was unus­ 
ually high over Northern and Central Cal- 
fornia, during the prevalence of the “north 
winds.” On the 28th a maximum temper­ 
ature of 97° was recorded at San Francisco, 
this being the highest temperature ever 
recorded at that point. 
Mean temperature—The mean tempera­ 
ture for the month was about the normal 
temperature for May in ail of the Pacific 
coast districls, the only marked departures 
being in the northern portion of the Sacra­ 
mento valley, where the temperature was 
about 5° above the normal, and at San 
Francisco, where it was 5° below. In Ore­ 
gon and Washington Territory, and in the 
remaining portions of California, the tem­ 
perature ranged from 1° to 2° above the 
average May temperature. 
Rainfall—The monthly rainfall was 
above the average May rainfall in Western 
Washington Territory and Northwestern 
Oregon. It was about normal in the ex­ 
treme northern portion of California and 
along the coast of Southern California. In 
all other districts it was below the normal, 
no rain having fallen over a large portion 
of California. The following table, com­ 
piled from weather reports of the Signal 
Service ami those of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, show the monthly and 
seasonal rainiall in detail;

The American Party.—At a meeting of 
Club No. 1 of the American party, held in 
San Francisco. Saturday evening, Marcus 
D. Boruck gave a carefully prepared ad­ 
dress upon the objects of the American 
party. 
The Call says that Mr. Boruck 
showed by a long list of statistics that at 
the present ratio of ic crease of the native- 
born Americans, and foreign immigrants, 
the population of this country will be 
evenly balanced between the two classes 
by 1920. He dwelt particularly upon the 
fact that the American boy is debarred 
from learning a trade, while foreign boys, 
laboring under no such restriction, are 
coming here by the thousands, and occupy­ 
ing every corner of mechanical industry. 
This country is, he said, becoming the 
dumping-ground for the criminals and 
paupers of all Europe. Fully 75 per cent, 
of the convicts and insane in our pubiic 
institutions are people from foreign conn 
tries. The remedy for all this iies in a 
change in the immigration laws. The bars 
must he put up against the hordes of Eu­ 
rope as well as Asia.

THE DEATH ROLL. 
Demise of ex-Vive-Pregident William A. 
Wheeler. 
W atertown (N. Y.). June 5th.—Hon. 
William A. Wheeler died at bis home in 
Malone this morning. He remained in a 
comatose state during the night and passed 
peacefully away without a sign of recogni­ 
tion to those about him. There is univer­ 
sal sorrow among the people. Elags are 
half-mast, and emblems of mourning are 
displayed. The funeral will be held at 1 
p. m. on Tuesday, June 7th, at the Congre­ 
gational Church, with a sermon by the pas­ 
tor, to whom Wheeler had been almost a 
second father. President Cleveland has 
been apprised of the death and the time of 
the funeral. Ex-President Hayes has sent 
a telegram of condolence, and signified his 
intention to be present at the funeral. 
[Tlie name ot William Almnn Wheeler has 
been most prominently before the nation since 
the first year of the war of the Reliellion, ami 
ho was regarded as a public man in his native 
State as eurlv as 1810.

outset of his active life, when school books wore 
thrown aside, Mr. Wheeler began his public 
career. While engaged in the study of law, 
during a period of 6-ur years, lie filled the office 
of Town Clerk of Malone, was School Commis­ 
sioner and then school Inspector. At the age of 
27 years, when, in 1816, the Constitution o f the 
State was revised anil many portions ot New 
York were redistricted, lie was elected District 
Attorney of his county. The Whigs then re­ 
turned him as a representative to the State Leg­ 
islature in the winter of 1819-50. in 1859 60 he 
was elected State Senator, and during that ses­ 
sion he was chosen President pro tem. of the 
higher body. When ihe new constitutional 
convention was called for in 1867 Mr. Wheeler 
was elected u member, and when the delegates 
assembled he was chosen to preside, lie was 
elected a Representative from New York in the 
Thirty-seventh Congress as a Republican ; was 
re-elected to the Forty-second Congress ; was re­ 
elected to the Forty-third Congress, and was re­ 
elected to the Forty-fourth Congress, serving 
fr>m July I, li-Ol. to March 3, 1887; was elected 
Vice-Prt-siucnt of the United Stateson the Hayes 
ticket 111 1876, receiving 185 electoral votes 
against 181 electoral votes for Thomas A. Hen­ 
il ricks, serving from March 4, 1877, to March L 
1881.]

Coltmel Irish Goes for the lita» Who 
Doesn't Like Cleveland.

W a s h in g t o n , June 5th.—[Special.]—Col. 
John P. Irish, editor of the Alta California, 
arrived here to-day. Irish was a resident 
of Iowa before niakÍDg h¡9 home on the 
Pacific Coast, and he was well acquainted 
with General James Tuttle, whose protest 
against the visit of President Cleveland to 
St. Louis, at the time of the Grand Army 
of the Republic Encampment in that city, 
has attracted so much attention. In a coto 
versation with your correspondent this af­ 
ternoon Irish said: 
“ This is another illustration of Cleve­ 
land's luck. If he could only go to St. 
Louis to be insulted by the class of people 
of whom Tuttle is a fair representative, it 
would undoubtedly assure his re-election. 
Tuttle, at the beginning of the war, en­ 
listed I 
believe 
as Captain of a 
company 
of 
Iowa 
infantry. 
In 
1-SG3 or 1864, while he was still in the field, 
the Democratic party of the State nomin­ 
ated him to be its candidate for Governor. 
He was accused of having combined busi­ 
ness with military service in the South in’ 
a very profitable manner. Republicans in­ 
sisted that he was a cotton thief, and I, in 
company with other Democratic speakers 
wlio took part in that campaign, vigorously 
denied the charge. Of course, Tuttle was 
defeated by a big majority. At the close of 
the war he came home a rampant Demo­ 
crat, abusing Grant. Sherman and other 
prominent Union officers, in 1872 1 served 
with Tuttle as a Democratic member of the 
Iowa Legislature. He went to bed about 
midnight of a day in 187(1, the exact d3te 
of which I do not remember, and awoke 
in the morning a Republican. 
He 
made a speech in which he said 
that if 
the 
Democrats 
sliou'd be 
successful in the campaign they would 
pay tiie rebel war debt, and asserted 
that the Stateof Missouri had voted $1.000,­ 
000 to pay rebel claims in that common­ 
wealth. 
I inclosed a copy of Tuttle's 
speech, with a letter, to the Governor of, 
Missouri, asking for the facts in the case,' 
and received a reply from him, attested by 
the seal of the State, pronouncing every 
one of Tuttle's statements a ,'ie. That re­ 
ply was published, and Tuttle and myself 
have not since been upon speaking terms. 
You can judge for yourself how enthusi­ 
astic a Republican he must be, and how 
devotedly tie speaks for ex-Union soldiers, 
when he protests against the President’s 
visit to St. Louis at the time of the En­ 
campment.”

Heisry George's Employes- Clamoring for 
their Fay. 
N ew A o r k, June 4th.—There has been a 
row in the ranks of Henry George’s sup­ 
porters. The employes of the labor news­ 
paper leader have received no salaries ior 
so long that they have forgotten the color 
of legal tender, and clamor for pay. She- 
vitch, the Russian Socialist, who edits the 
paper and booms Henry George, and makes 
motiey by exploiting his own friends and 
family in the press under pet names, pro­ 
poses to wipe out the debts with a sponge 
and start over again. The employes ob­ 
ject to running an anti-poverty crusade on 
a repudiation plan, offer to take the paper, 
pay their debts and conduct it on a eo-*op- 
erative plan. The Georgeites have a bigger 
scheme than that. Ex-Sheriff U’Brien, 
the Democratic politician, who wants 
something, offers to give the paper $8,000. 
The pure benevolence on O’Brien’s part is 
applauded by the labor agitators.

O'Brien’s Reasons for not Attending a 
Mass Meeting. 
N ew Y o r k , June 5th.—At a meeting of 
the Fifth Ward Branch of the Irish 
National League to-day ex-Senator Grady 
made an address in which he strongly com­ 
mended editor O'Brien ior refusing to 
attend the mass meeting last night. Grady-

THE DUBLIN EDITOR CRITICISED. 
N ew Y ork, June 5tb.—A stormy session 
of tne Central Labor Union was held to­ 
day. John McMackin made an address 
denouncing editor O'Brien for his action in 
refusing to attend the mass meeting last 
night. McMackin declared he would not 
lower the flag at the command of ecclesi­ 
astical power or corrupt politicians.

O’BRIEN HAS A WORD TO BAY.

Being interviewed 
to-day he said : “ I have not the slightest 
apprehension that the Irish Nationalists 
wili not understand my action. They 
know how many malignant enemies are 
watching every word or act of ours in 
order to torture them into weapons against 
Gladstone and Parnell. I am satisfied that 
they will also feel that I have acted 
under a painful and solemn sense of 
responsibility to our great leader, Parneil.

AFGHANISTAN. 
Failure of Russia anti England to Agiee 
on the Boundary. 
L o n d o n, June 5th.—It is again an­ 
nounced that tlie labors of the Afghan 
Frontier Commission are virtually at an 
end. ^ The divergence of views between 
the English and Russian Commissioners 
is so great that ail hopes of adjusting them 
have been abandoned, and both parties 
have decided to refer the matter back to 
their respective Governments. 
Russia's policy has been thwarted in 
Bulgaria and to some extent through Eng­ 
land’s agency. 
Moreover, it is not long 
since Lord Salisbury took occasion to utter 
a threat of no uncertain kiud, by declaring 
the intention ot England to support Aus­ 
tria if need he in a Russian war. W hat 
then is more natural than that Russia 
should retort by giving England trouble on 
the Afghan boundary question. 
The breakupof the FrontierCommission 
at St. Petersburg looks verv much like 
Russia's answer to Lord Salisbury’s threat, 
and suggests the advice to tlie English 
statesmen that before going out of their 
way to thwart Russia's policy in Europe, 
they would do well to remember that 
Russia lias ample opportunities of paying 
off old scores by upsetting England's plans 
in Asia. 
When Lord Salisbury spoke at 
Guildhall, he had evidently forgotten the 
Afghan Boundary Commission.

mento is being settled up, values are in­ 
creasing, within and without the city 
limits, real estate activity Ls great, and will 
lie greater. 
Thousands of acres of land in 
large farms in the county can lie had for 
subdivision, and it will pay. 
W here there 
are now only a few score, there will lie 
hundreds of homes. 
The further suburbs 
are feeling the impetus of the lioom, and 
in El Dorado, Amador and Placer, direct 
contributors to the prosperity of this city> 
development is making giant strides, hut 
will make greater ones, and more of them. 
The Los Angeles Times, referring to the 
spirit of this people and the organization 
of the Improvement Association,says it will 
do “ a good work, as it is based upon a 
broad and liberal plan of action."

If you believe in your city; if you wish 
the momentum ofher advance to Ik- trebjed, 
quadrupled ; if you wish trade stimulated, 
industry augmented, population increased, 
fresh elements of vigor injected into the 
community, railways built, outlying lands 
m ire thickly settled, grants subdivided, 
colonies founded, sanitation conserved,city 
adornm ent and cleanliness enhanced, and 
more money put into your purse, sign the 
roll at once, attend the meetings of the As­ 
sociation, and give the officers of it the 
encouragement of your presence and voice. 


IMMIGRATION OF FARMERS. 


The statistics of immigration show the 
percentage of farmers among immigrants 
from Europe to have been : 
1820-eO, 8.5 ; 
I8:;i-40, 18; 1841-50, 14.5; 1851-00, 14; 
I SOI-68, 11.9; 1873-83, 8.3. These figures 
are significant; but still more, so are these 
compiled from official sources by the New 
York Evening Post : 
In 1*73 14.7 per cent, of the im m igrating fan n ­ 
ers cam e «rom the United Kingdom : in 1S86 
the percentage was atio n tth esam e(ll 4), though 
-A had fallen to 8.8 per cent, in 1882, a fall due 
chiefly to a decrease in the m ovement of fan n ­ 
ers from Ireland. Denmark and France fur­ 
nished nearly the same p ercen t, in 1886as tn 
is .3 
(hi the other hand the share of Anstria- 
H urgarv rose from 1.2 percent, in 1873 to 3 per 
cent in 18h6: of Italy, from less th an 1 percen t, 
in 1873 to to 7.3 tier ecnt. in 1886; of Russia l'roin 
•» |>er cent, in 1S73 to to 2.5 i>cr cent, in 1KS0, and 
of Sweden, from 2.3 |.or cent, in 1873 to 7 per 
cent. in 1 ‘vsfi. The percentage of farmers coming 
from Germany fell from 1x 6 in 1873 to 27.9 in 
1886, and from Norway from 19.5 in the for­ 
te t year to 2.9 in the latter. 
So then the “arithm etic" of the question 
completely answers the argum ent that we 
must place no restriction upon immigra­ 
tion, lieeause we need the people to settle 
the unoccupied lauds. 
The farmer immi­ 
gration has fallen oil’ until it is a mere 
trifle. 
More than that, the class now com­ 
ing is ill-adapted to engage in American 
farming. 
I’fiey hail from sections which 
employ only the prim itive methods in 
agriculture, and the immigrants rating 
themselves as farmers are mainly lielow 
the level iu agricultural ability, of the 
most unskilled ti!h*rs of the soil known to 
our system, just as the immigrants flocking 
to the cities are largely of the class that 
swells the rank- of unskilled workers. 
As 
the Chicago Inter-Ocean well says : ‘T’.verv 
fact obtainable on the subject proves l>e- 
yond doubt that our present unrestricted 
immigration lowers the quality of lai>or, 
agricultural and mechanical, in intelli­ 
gence, m orality and skill. 
We have as­ 
similated a great deal of rubbish in the 
jrast, but we must soon reach the lim it of 
such assimilation, if we have not already, 
and the time is rapidly approaching when 
self-preservation will demand a stringent 
law of restriction.” 


DEMAND JUSTICE 


Referring to the conflict in dates l>e- 
tween the Mechanics’ Institute F air and 
the State F ait—produced by the former 
tho Sen dose Mtrcnrg says: “ W e hope this 
difficulty can he adjusted that both exhib­ 
its may lie held with 6uch difl'ereuee of 
time and of display as shall enable each to 
he generously patronized by exhibitors from 
every section. The attention of the mana­ 
gers of the Mechanics’ Fair, the officers of 
State Agricultural Soeiely, and the Direct­ 
ors of the Agricultural Society for the 
Fifth District is called to the necessity of 
having the dates of the Mechanics’ Fair, 
the State Fair, and the liistrict Fair agree 
so there shall be no division of exhibits or 
inharmonv of action." 
The mere expression of a “hope" will not 
aeoomplish much. 
I.et the Mercury join 
with the Kecord-U nion in demanding 
that the Institute managers recede. 
For 
it must be kept in view, that the conflict 
is due wholly and only to the ungenerous 
and unmanly actions 
of the Institute 
mauageme it. 
A demand fortified by a 


determ ination not to submit to imposition { 
in the p emises, will bring the San Fran 
cisco syndicate to terms. The people of 
the metropolis need only to have this 
demand pressed upon them, to secure their 
enrollment npon the side of fair play in 
this matter. 
As the Mercury well sat s 
referring to the State, the District, and the 
San Francisco F airs: “ Every one of these 
Fairs should have its own time and oppor­ 
tunity. 
Every part of N orthern and Cen 
tral California should labor with every 
other part to make of each display a com­ 
plete and astonishing success. 
To this end 
the various Boards of Management should 
so confer and co-operate and combine in 
all their efforts, that the period between 
August and December may be one round 
of splendid exhibitions of the unequaled 
resources of our Empire State.” 


T h e r e are signs th at the Irish home 
rule question is rapidly nearing a critical 
point. 
Some of the evidences a re : 
The 
dram atically described evictions in Ireland; 
the advice of D avitt to the tenants to re­ 
sist up to the very point of taking up 
arm s; the statem ent th at Gladstone has hit 
upon a plan of home rule that will leave 
the Irish members in Parliam ent and the 
belief that the Nationalists will agree to 
it; the reported reaction of feeling in 
England, favorable to non-coercive m eth­ 
ods and iu favor of modified home rule! 
the news that the Irish members are will­ 
ing to make im portant concessions, and that 
Wales and Scotland will give them new 
support; the remarkable demonstration at 
Swansea in favor of G ladstone; the nerv­ 
ousness of the (iovernment party, and 
the extraordinary demand by Chamber­ 
lain upon Gladstone, th at the latter shall 
formulate a scheme for the debate of the 
issues, that will put the Tories in the 
attitude of critics instead of defendants. 


T h e Stockton Mail editorially quotes 
the entire lengthy programme of the 
scheme of the Sacramento Improvement 
Association approvingly, and adds: “ This 
is something like what the Mail has been 
urging the people of Stockton to do for lo, 
these eight years ! 
We had addressed our 
remarks mainly to the local authorities,

A SACRAMENTO INVENTION’. 


M achine for P u lverizin g the S oil—A T rial 
Teat. 
Last sum m er the R ecord-U sion con 
tained a description of a Sacramento in­ 
vention, by David I.ubin, of this city, to 
aid in the preparation of the soil for agri­ 
cultural purposes. 
Subsequently th e in­ 
ventor made several im portant improve­ 
ments in the machine, and it had the atten­ 
tion of prom inent manufacturers of this 
State and from the Mast. The inventor has 
made two trips to the East since then in 
the interest of tbs machine. 
It is now per­ 
fected and has been taken in hand by one 
of the largest and oldest manufacturing 
houses of the East, P. P. Mast & Co., 
Springfield, Ohio, for introduction. For 
this State H. H. Linnell, of this city, has 
been apppointed by the Eastern "house 
as 
its 
agent. 
On 
Saturday a trial 
of the machine was made on the farm of 
the inventor, in the presence of O. W. 
Reed, the horticulturist of Yolo; J. Chester, 
editor of the California Patron; 
C. D. 
Brooke, farmer of El Dorado; A. J. Beach, 
farmer of Patalka, Florida; E H. Fleming, 
farmer of Fresno; E. W. Maslin, horticult­ 
urist of this city ; H. H. Linnell, merchant 
of Sacram ento; J. Rutter, horticulturist 
of Florin, and several others. The trial 
was a complete success, and demonstrated 
the usefulness and novelty of the imple­ 
ment. The Labin pulverizer consists of a 
series of wheels, playing independently 
upon a common shaft in a frame drawn by 
horses. The periphery ofe ach wheel is 
armed with chisel-shaped teeln, extending 
outward six inches and are about three and 
a half iuches apart, which penetrate the 
earth as the wheels move forward. 
A 
cross-bar bears steel spring teeth curved 
forward—designated as crashing bars—so 
that they depend between the wheels. The 
bar 
bearing 
these 
teeth 
is 
operated 
by a 
lever to raise and lower them. 
When it is desired to stir up 
laud 
packed by recent rains, the crushing bars 
enter the earth point first, tearing up the 
crust. The wheels roiating carry the wheel 
teeth between the crushing bars, pulveriz­ 
ing the c'.ods to a fineness in proportion to 
the gauge at which the machine is set—i r., 
1 the width, or space, between the wheels 
j and the crushing bars. 
Reversing the 
I tongue for the horses, a different effect is 
1 produced, and puta the crashing bars at 
1 the rear, ao that fliey follow the wheels and . 
j meet the earth curve first, instead, as in the 1 
1 first case, of preceding the wheel and meet­ 


ing the earth point first. The revolution 
of the wheels now sends the wheel teeth 
into the ploughed ground and carries the 
earth to the rear against the curve of the 
crushing bars. As this motion is rapid 
the clods and earth are dashed against the 
crushing bars, and the result is a shower of 
finely-pulverized soil, which pours from be­ 
tween the crushing bars. 
The motion de­ 
scribed is unlike that of harrow or culti­ 
vator in this, that in the lattei there is a 
dead pull through the earth, while with this 
machine the earth is lifted up. the solid 
pieces broken, and the pulverized result 
showered back from above, thus com­ 
pletely loosening the soil, aerating it, and 
leaving it evenly and finely prepared, and 
without ridges, and thoroughly light and 
loose. The pulverizer stirs the soil the full 
depth of the wheel teeth described. The 
inventor stated his claims for the machine to 
those present about as follows:” 'That it does 
away with the necessity of irrigation on 
lands where thorough cultivation takes the 
place of irrigation, or renders it unneces­ 
sary." “ That it reduces the most stubborn 
soil to the fineness and texture of alluvial 
bottom lands.” “That the cultivation and 
tilth is uniform and to a depth of from four 
to six tuches." “ That it does not pack the 
and but leaves it soft and mellow." “That the 
machine is as valuable for putting in grain 
as for fruit and vines. A broadcast seeder 
is placed on top so that seeding, cultivating 
and covering is done at the same time.” 
“ That it is simple in construction and 
light of draught." 
“That such unbroken particles as are left 
by the machine are all on top of the soil 
and no clods are left beneath the surface." 
"T hat while by other methods clods are 
broken accidentally, in this case they can­ 
not escape, but are crushed intention­ 
ally." 
All those present at the trial of the 
machine were unanim ous in expression 
that it does what its inventor claims for it, 
and excels anything vet tried with the 
same ends in view, and that for thorough 
cultivation it will prove a great aid to 
agriculture. Thorough and deep cultivation 
has been uniformily insisted upon by this 
journal, as a chief necessity in successful 
agriculture, and this machine would seent 
to be an aid in this direction superior to 
any mechanical appliance yet invented. 


THE MARSHALL 
MONUMENT. “ 


T he C om m ission ers V isit C o la in a -W liat 
th ey P rop ose D oin g. 
[M ountain Democrat, June 1st.] 
On W ednesday morning last the Marshall 
Monument Commission left Sacramento 
by private conveyance, going direct to Co­ 
lonia for the purpose of taking definite ac­ 
tion looking to the erection of the m onu­ 
ment at an early day. The party, consist­ 
ing of Senators Caminetti and Gesford.Com- 
missioner Miller and Clerk Hamilton, of 
Sacramento county, were received at Co- 
lorna by a committee of citizens, and by 
them every facility was offered for gather­ 
ing information of value to the Commis­ 
sioners. 
It was soon known as a decided 
point that the m onum ent is to be erected 
over the grave on the sum m it of the knoll 
overlooking the scene of the earliest dis­ 
covery of gold upon this coast. The first 
consideration was the material of which 
the memorial was to be constructed. As 
suggested by the Democrat, the Commission 
decided to build it of material taken from 
the same soil as that in which the gold was 
found, and from a location as near the 
point of discovery as possible. An ample 
quarry of fine granite was found to exist 
close to Marshall's last resting place, and 
it was decided to have the monument of 
this material. 


THE PLAN OF THE MONUMENT. 
The next point under consideration was 
the form of monument to beeree’ed. After 
deliberation and consultation with citizens, 
it was thought the most appropriate em­ 
blem would be a pedestal of massive gran­ 
ite, surmounted by a statue of Marshall. 
If this design is adopted it will show Mar­ 
shall dressed in rough miner's garb, stand­ 
ing erect, facing north, with one hand 
resting upon a ma«sive glittering cube, 
representing California’s gold output to 
date, while with the other he points to the 
exact spot where first the glittering parti­ 
cles were found, showing from whence 
came the beginning of that wealth which 
made Marshall 
and California famous 
before the whole world. 
Upon one face of 
the pedestal will simply be the seal of Cali­ 
fornia, containing that one word so appro­ 
priate—" Eureka." 
Another face will be a 
representation of the old Sutter Mill, while 
upon the other faces will be depicted 
miners' implements. The Commissioners 
have not yet fully decided upon this plan, 
wishing first to consult the wishes of our 
citizens ¡11 the matter, but it is such an 
obviously appropriate design that it can 
safely be said public opinion will readily 
ask its adoption. 
In the evening they were 
serenaded at the Coionta Vineyard House 
by a brass band. 


THE TITLE TO MARSHALL H IL L . 
These poiuls disposed of, the Commission 
began inquiry as to the title of the land 
upon which the m onum ent is to be built. 
The property js a portion of the Marshall 
estate, and Coroner Spencer, as adminis­ 
trator, has just secured a decree of distri­ 
bution of the property. It will go to sisters 
of the deceased in the East, and by them 
sufficient will undoubtedly be deeded to 
the State for the purpose of erecting the 
m onum ent and providing pleasant sur­ 
roundings. 
Under ihe appropriation the 
$.> 000 must be used for the erection of the 
monument, and cannot be diverted to buy­ 
ing the site or constructing a road to the 
place. The m atter of securing these pre­ 
requisites for the erection of Ihe monu­ 
ment the Commissioners decided should 
belaid before the residents of the county, 
and came over to Placerville Thursday 
evening for that purpose. 


A GRAND RECEPTION. 
They were met on arrival by a large dele­ 
gation of the Native Sons, headed with a 
brass band, who, learning of Ihe objects of 
tiie Commissioners, at once called together 
as many members as possible, granting the 
Commission an audience, at the same time 
tendering them a banquet at the Carey 
House. At this gathering were also pres­ 
ent a num ber of our leading citizens. Be­ 
fore this gathering the Commissioners un­ 
folded their plans and desire, with the re­ 
sult that Placerville Parlor, Native Sons of 
the Golden West, have agreed to take in 
charge the matter of securing for the State 
the site for the m onum ent, and also to 
secure a public roadway leading to the 
monument site. In this the citizens joined, 
guaranteeing to aid as much as possible the 
accomplishment of this object. 
Under this guarantee the Commission 
will at once have plans and specifications 
for the structure made, and advertise for 
proposals for building the same, in order 
to have the m onum ent completed as speed­ 
ily as possible. 


AT TH E BANQUET. 
During the evening, a num ber of ad­ 
dresses were delivered by those present, 
Senator Caminetti ably placing before his 
hearers the conception the Commission had 
of their mission and duty, and w hat their 
plans was in the matter. ’ Senator Gesford, 
in referring to the placing of the m onu­ 
ment in this historic county, paid a verv 
high compliment to the soil, climate, m in­ 
eral and agricultural wealth and possibil­ 
ities of the section and its products, as com­ 
pared with valley sections, and especially 
with reference to the renowned Napa val­ 
ley which he was proud to be a representa­ 
tive. 
Commission J. H. Miller made a happv 
address, enlivening the company with hi’s 
ready flowing wit and repartee, and was 
followed by County Clerk Ham ilton of 
Sacramento, the 


GUIDE AND INTERPRETER 
Of the partv. Several of the citizens also 
made remarks relative to the Commission 
and its work, as also upon the future of the 
county, dealing especially upon the rail­ 
road situation and the efforts of the com­ 
mittee, two of whom were present, Messrs. 
Morey and Mierson, and who, in response 
to calls, made short addresses. 
At midnight the company adjourned 
with three cheers for the Commission, the 
Native Sons and the railroad, not, however, 
before Commissioner J . H. Miller, ap­ 
plauded by the company, had stated that 
he considered the gathering as one repre­ 
sentative of El Dorado county in every 
sense—that portion pertaining to the m em ­ 
ory of Marshall typifying the golden and 
historic past of our section, while that por­ 
tion pertaining to the railroad and its com­ 
ing being heralds of a prosperous, golden 
future again in store for our rapidly devel­ 
oping county.

WOODLAND AND THE RAILROAD. 


Tire R ailroad C om pany W an ts to M ake 
S acram en to a R ailroad C enter. 
At W oodland Saturday there was a large 
meetiüg of prom inent citizens to hear the 
report of the committee appointed recently 
to confer with the railroad authorities in 
relation to extending the Madison, Lake 
and Mendocino Railroad to Woodland. 
The committee, consisting of H. P. Meritt, 
E. T. Clowe, C. R. Hoppin, W. M. Coward 
and B. W. Stephens, 


SUBMITTED THE FOLLOWING REPORT : 
“ The railroad people received us in all 
kindness and seemed to appreciate the ef­ 
forts of our people in trying to advance the 
interest of our section of the State. Gov­ 
ernor Stanford informed us that the object 
of the railroad company was to connect the 
northern portion of the State with Sacra­ 
mento. 
He spoke very favorably of our 
town, and informed us tnat a survey would 
be made up Putah canyon, also Capay val­ 
ley, and if the routes were equally advan­ 
tageous, that preference would be given to 
the W oodland and Capay route, and that 
the company would expect the right of way 
from W oodland to Madison, and sufficient 
grounds for depot purposes at W oodland. 
“ In case the Putah route was the most 
practicable ore for the railroad company, 
the route to Woodland would be conting­ 
ent upon the am ount of assistance our 
people would or could extend the com­ 
pany. 
“ H e said 300 miles of steel rail had 
heen ordered and as soon as that arrived, 
and the surveys had been completed, the 
company would communicate with vour 
committee by letter and subm it their final 
proposition to the consideration of our peo­ 
ple. 
“ Aour committee informed Governor 
Stanford of the various rum ors afloat that 
W oodland would be left out of all railroad 
communication. We were given to under­ 
stand that such would not be the case, as 
Woodland, situated in the center of a fine 
and desirable country, and occupying a 
prom inent place among the towns of Cali­ 
fornia, would demand the attention of the 
railroad people, as it was the desire and ob­ 
ject of said railroad people to advance the 
interest of said towns, thereby m aking a 
mutual interest between said towns, people 
and railroad company. Your committee 
also informed Governor Stanford that our 
people would meet the company on any 
fair and equitable proposition, that tended 
to enhance or promote the interest of our 
county and the town of Woodland. 
“ Governor Stanford gave your commit­ 
tee an outline of the various improvements 
which were taking place in the southern 
portion of the State, and suggested that if 
some of our people would go down and 
see lands that are selling from $300 to $500 
per acre, they would return with tenfold 
more confidence in the future of our sec­ 
tion, and we would awaken as if by in­ 
spiration from that dorm ant state which 
has so long prevailed among us, and the 
feeling would take hold of both young and 
old, and the new era would blossom as the 
rose. 
“ In sum ming up the interview your 
committee feels assured of the sincerity of 
the railroad company and of their desire 
to assist us in the advancement of our 
town and county, and earnestly request 
that a vote of thanks be extended to the 
railroad company for the 
kindness in 
which your committee was received and 
the courtesy shown them, and especially to 
Governor Stanford, for the various im­ 
portant suggestions and information given 
us." 
The Secretary then proceeded to read the 
following: 


SUPPLEMENTARY SUGGESTIONS OF COMMITTEE. 
“ Feeling the necessity of arousing our­ 
selves to the importance of railroad con­ 
nections with our town, we earnestly re­ 
quest our peeple to prompt action in find­ 
ing out what can be done in the way of 
meeting the advance and proposition of the 
railroad company, as far as made, and pre­ 
pare ourselves to' act upon the final ulti­ 
matum which will be presented for our con­ 
sideration. The time of action has arrived ; 
no waiting or standing back, in our judg­ 
m ent, should be tolerated for a moment. 
Feeling assured that the railroad people 
mean business, and nothing unreasonable 
wili be expected of us, and knowing the 
time has now arrived to make our town 
abound with improvements and prosperity, 
let us not cast to the four winds of heaven 
the golden opportunity which is now with­ 
in our grasp. Given by nature a soil un­ 
equaled and unexceled, and a town in the 
midst of Nature's gift, and adorned by me­ 
chanical and laborers' ingenuity and skill, 
shall we now leave undone the balance of 
the work which public spirit and enterprise 
will accomplish ?’’ 


THE REPORT ADOPTED. 
Several of the gentlemen present spoke 
upon the subject of the report as a whole, 
and it was adopted without a dissenting 
voice. 
E. T. Clowe, one of those who took 
part in the discussion, made a ringing 
speech, stating among other thiugs that 
Stanford had given the committee to under­ 
stand that he was interested in building up 
Northern California. 
He spoke well of 
W oodland as being a thriving citv, located 
in the midst of the best lands in the State; 
all it wanted was more railroad com m uni­ 
cation to make its population 10,000 instead 
of 5,000. 
Mr. Clowe concluded his remarks 
by effectively stating, 
“ Gentlemen, you 
can bet your bottom dollar that Fnt a rail­ 
road man front the crown of my head to 
the soles of my feet." 
J. D. Lawson offered the following reso­ 
lution : 
Resolved, T hat thi- meeting trad er its thanks 
to (¡overuor Lelnml Si an lord and the other 
railroad officers, tor the warm and courteous 
m anner in w hich they received the Woodland 
committee. 
This motion was enthusiastically adopted 
as was also one thanking the committee. 
The 
meeting adjourned 
with 
three 
hearty cheers for the railroad and the com­ 
mittee respectively. 
Unanimity, earnest­ 
ness and harmony characterized the meet­ 
ing throughout, and everybody left the 
hall deeply impressed with the importance 
of the occasion, and confident that an 
effectual move had been made in the right 
direction.

T h e P la c er F ru it Crop, 
The Auburn llepuhliean, of June 1st, says. 
J. E. French shipped the first peaches of 
the season through the Newcastle Fruit 
Company 
last 
Saturday. 
Mr. French 
shipped the first cherries this year on April 
21st, and the first apricots on May 23d. 
The first ripe red raspberries this year were 
grown by A. S- W bittemore at Newcastle, 
and they were shipped May 12th. The first 
blackberries in the m arket were grown by 
A. B. C. Nusbauni between Newcastle and 
Penryn, and they were shipped by G. D. 
Kellogg on May 19th. The blackberries 
grown on Mr. Nusbaum’s place are much 
earlier than elsewhere in the foothills of 
the Sacramento valley, and all the dates 
mentioned will compare favorably with the 
most fuvored sections of the State. The 
general prospects of a good fruit crop anda 
busy shipping season were never better 
than now. Cherry trees have borne well, 
and there has been an unprecedented de­ 
mand for cherries. G. L. Threlkel alone 
brought in 133 boxes last Saturday. Early 
peaches in considerable quantities are ex­ 
pected in during the coming week, and 
there will be a good crop on the acreage in 
bearing. In spite of that, the demand for 
all kinds of fruit continues to exceed the 
supply.

QECTION 1— EVERY PARENT, GUARDIAN 
O or other peison in the State of California 
haying control aDd charge of ftny child or 
children between the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, shall be required to send any such child 
or children to a public school for a period of at 
least two-thirds of the tim e during which a 
public school bhall be taught in each city, or 
city and county, or school district in each scho >1 
year, com m encing on th e first day ol July, in 
th e year of our Lord one thousand eight h u n ­ 
dred and seventy-four, at least twelve weeks of 
which shall be consecutive, unless such chi.d 
or children are excused lrom such attendance 
by the Board of Education of the city, or city 
and county, or of the Trustees oi the school 
district in which such parents, or guardians, or 
other persons reside, upon its being shown to 
th eir satisfaction th at his or her bodily m ental 
condition has been such as to preven: attend­ 
ance at school or application to study for the 
period required, or th a tth e parents or guardians 
are extrem ely poor, or sick, or th at such child 
or children are taught in a private school, or at 
home, in such branches as are usually taught in 
the prim ary schools in this State, or have al­ 
ready acquired a good knowledge of such 
branches; provided, in case a public school shall 
not be taught for three m onths during th e year 
w lthiu one m ile of the nearest traveled road, of 
the residence of any person w ithin the school 
district, he shall not he liable w ithin the pro­ 
visions of this Act.

Huhurhau Sacra­ 
mento is being settled up, values are in­ 
creasing, within and without the city 
limits, real estate activity is great, and will 
lie greater. 
Thousands of acres of land in 
large farms in the county can I k * had for 
subdivision, and it will pay. 
Whore there 
are now only a few score, there will be 
hundreds of homes. 
The further suburbs 
are feeling the impetus of the Iioom, and 
in El Dorado, Amador and Placer, direct 
contributors to the prosperity of this cityi 
development is making giant strides, hut 
will make greater ones, and more of them. 
The Iais Angeles Timen, referring to the 
spirit of this people and the organization 
of the Improvement Association, says it will 
do “ a good work, as it is based upon a 
broad and liberal plan of action.” It adds: 
“ It is a judicious movement on the part of 
the Capital City, and is a good sign for 
future advancement. The rest of the State 
is lieginning to profit by the wise example 
of I/Os Angeles.” 
And in this connection let us ask how 
many citizens have sent in their names to

The roll 
ought to show to-night hundreds of names.

Citizens should put down their names 
to-day and to-night by the hundred, and 
we urge them, by every consideration of 
self and public interest, to do so. 
There is 
no act just now which will do more to help 
on the good work than that of sending in 
your names. 
If you believe in your city; if you wish 
the momentum of her advance to be trclijed, 
<iuadrupled ; if you wish trade stimulated, 
industry augmented, population increased, 
fresh elements of vigor injected into the 
community, railways built, outlying lands 
tu ire thickly settled, grants .Milidivided, 
colonies founded, sanitation conserved, city 
adornment and cleanliness enhanced, and 
more money put into your purse, sign (he 
roll at onee, attend the meetings of the As­ 
sociation, and give the officers of it the 
encouragement of your presence and voice. 


IMMIGRATION OF FARMERS. 


The statistics of immigration show the 
percentage of farmers among immigrants 
from Europe to have been : 
1820-30, 8.5 ; 
1851-40, 13; 184140, 14.5; 1851-00, 14; 
I si i 1-68, 11.9; 1873-83, 8.3. These figures 
are significant; but still more so are these 
compiled from official sources by the New 
York Evening Pont -. 
lu 1873 11.7 per C"nt. of the im m igrating fann­ 
ers cam e «from tiie United Kingdom ; Tu isso 
the percentage was abouttliesam e(t i 4*. though 
:t had fallen to 8.8 per cent, in 1SS‘_>, h fall due 
clueliy lo n decrease in the movem ent of farm ­ 
ers from Ireland, 
tieuinnrk and France fur­ 
nished nearly the same per cent, in 1SS5 as in 
1S7S 
(in the other hand the share of Austria- 
Hungary rose from 1.2 per cent, in 1ST:! to :s per 
cent in 1886 ; of Italy, from less th an 1 per cent, 
in 1873 to to 7.3 per cent, in 1886; of Russia from 
• per tout, in 1873 to lo 2.5 ]kw cent, in 1886, and 
or Sweden, from 2.3 ]a*r cent, in 1873 to 7 tier 
nl 
cent, in 1SS6. Tiie percentage of farm ers coming 
•rom Germany fell from Inf. in 1873to 27.9 in 
.886, and from Norway from l'j.5 in the for 
trer year to 2 0 in the latter. 
So then the “arithmetic” o f the question 
completely answers the argument that we 
must place no restriction upon immigra­ 
tion, because we need the people to settle 
the unoccupied lands. 
The farmer immi­ 
gration has fallen oil’ until it is a mere 
trifle. 
More than that, the class now com­ 
ing is ill-adapted to engage in American 
farming. 
1'Tiey hail from sections which 
emplov only the primitive methods in 
agriculture, and the immigrants rating 
themselves as farmers are mainly lielow 
the level in agricultural ability, of the 
most unskilled tilKq-s of the soil known to 
our system, just as the immigrants flocking 
to the cities are largely of the class that 
swells the ranks of unskilled workers. 
As 
the Chicago Inter-Ocean well says; “Every 
fact obtainable on the subject proves be­ 
yond doubt that our present unrestricted 
immigration lowers the quality of lalior. 
agricultural and mechanical, in intelli­ 
gence, morality and skill. 
We have as­ 
similated a groat deal of rubbish in the 
past, but we must soon reach the lim it of 
such assimilation, it we have iiot alreadvi 
and the time is rapidly approaching when 
self-preservation will demand s stringent 
law of restriction." 


DEMAND JUSTICE 


Referring to the couflict in dates l>e- 
tween the Mechanics' Institute Fair and 
the State Fair—produced hy the former— 
the Si n Jose Miretire savs: “We hope this 
diffi ultv can he adjusted that both exhib­ 
its may be held with such difference of 
time and of display as shall enable each to 
be generously patronized bv exhibitors from 
every section. The attention of the mana­ 
gers of the Mechanics’ Fair, the officers of 
State Agricultural Society, and the Direct­ 
ors of the Agricultural Society for the 
Fifth District is called to the necessity of 
having the dates of the Mechanics’ Fair, 
the State Fair, and the district Fair agree 
so there shall be no division of exhibits or 
inharmony of action." 
The mere expression of a “hope" will not 
accomplish much. 
Let the Mercury join 
with the K e c o r ii-U n io n in demanding 
that the Institute managers recede. 
For 
it must be kept in view, that the conflict 
is due wholly and only to the ungenerous 
and unmanly actions 
of the Institute 
managcmc it. 
A demand fortified by a 


determination not to submit to imposition 
in the p emises, will bring the San Fran­ 
cisco syndicate to terms. The people of 
the metropolis need only to have this 
demand pressed upon them, to secure their 
enrollment npon the side of fair play in 
this matter. 
As the Mercury well sat s 
referring to the State, the District, and the 
8an Francisco Fairs: “ Every one of these 
Fairs should have its own time and oppor­ 
tunity. 
Every part of Northern and Cen­ 
tral California should labor with every 
other part to make of each display a com­ 
plete and astonishing success. 
To this end 
the various Boards of Management should 
so confer and co-operate and combine in 
all their efforts, that the period between 
August and December may be one round 
of splendid exhibitions of the unequaled 
resources of our Empire State.” 


T ít e r e are signs that the Irish home 
rule question is rapidly nearing a critical 
point. 
Some of the evidences are: 
The 
dramatically described evictions in Ireland; 
the advice of Davitt to the tenants to re­ 
sist up to the very point of taking up 
arms; the statement that Gladstone has hit 
upon a plan of home rale that will leave 
the Irish members in Parliament and the 
belief that the Nationalists will agree to 
it; the reported reaction of feeling in 
England, favorable to non-eoercive meth­ 
ods and in favor of modified home rule! 
the news that the Irish members are will­ 
ing to make important concessions, and that 
Wales and Scotland will give them new 
support; the remarkable demonstration at 
Swansea in favor of Gladstone ; the nerv­ 
ousness of the Government party, and 
the extraordinary demand by Chamber­ 
lain upon Gladstone, that the latter shall 
formulate a scheme for the debate of the 
issues, that will put the Tories in the 
attitude of critics instead of defendants. 


T h e Stockton Mail editorially quotes 
the entire lengthy programme of the 
scheme of the Sacramento Improvement 
Association approvingly, and adds; “ This 
is something like what the Mail has been 
urging the people of Stockton to do for lo, 
these eight years ! 
We had addressed our 
remarks mainly to the local authorities, 
who have invarihly regarded the sugges­ 
tions as an 
unwarranted 
intrusion of 
opinion and paid no attention to them."

first case, o f preceding th e w heel arid m eet­ 


ing the earth point first. The revolution 
of the wheels dow sends the wheel teeth 
into the ploughed ground and carries the 
earth to the rear against the curve of the 
crushing bars. As this motion is rapid 
the clods and earth are dashed against the 
crushing bars, and the result is a shower of 
finely-pulverized soil, which pours from be­ 
tween the crushing bars. 
The motion de­ 
scribed is unlike that of harrow or culti­ 
vator in this, that in the lattei there is a 
dead pull through the earth, while with this 
machine the earth is lifted up. the solid 
pieces broken, and the pulverized result 
showered back from above, thus com­ 
pletely loosening the soil, aerating it, and 
leaving it evenly and finely prepared, and 
without ridges, and thoroughly light and 
loose. The pulverizer stirs the soil the full 
depth of the wheel teeth described. The 
inventor stated his claims for the machine to 
those present about as follow9:*"That it does

“ That it is simple in construction and 
light of draught." 
“That such unbroken particles as are left 
by the machine are all on top of the soil 
and no clods are left beneath the surface.” 
“That while by other methods clods are 
broken accidentally, in this case they can­ 
not escape, but are crushed intention­ 
ally.” 
All those present at the trial of the 
machine were unanimous in expression 
that it does what its inventor claims for it 
and excels anything yet tried with the

cultivation it will prove a great aid to

agriculture. Thorough and deep cultivation 
has been uniformily insisted upon by this 
journal, as a chief necessity in successful 
agriculture, and this machine would seem 
to be an aid in this direction superior to 
any mechanical appliance yet invented. 


THE MARSHALL 
MONUMENT. 


T he C om m issioner» V isit C o lo n ia -W hat 
th ey P rop ose D oin g. 
[M ountain Democrat, June 1st.] 
On 44 eduesday morning last the Marshall 
Monument Commission left Sacramento 
by private conveyance, going direct to Co­ 
lonia for the purpose of taking definite ac­ 
tion looking to the erection of the monu­ 
ment at an early day. The party, consist­ 
ing of Senators Caiuinetti and Gesford.Com- 
raissioner Miller and Clerk Hamilton, of 
Sacramento county, were received at Co­ 
lonia by a committee of citizens, and by 
them every facility was offered for gather­ 
ing information of value to the Commis­ 
sioners. It was soon known as a decided 
point that the monument is to be erected 
over the grave on the summit of the knoll 
overlooking the scene of the earliest dis­ 
covery of gold upon this coast. The first 
consideration was the material of which 
the memorial was to be constructed. As 
suggested by the Democrat, the Commission 
decided to build it of material taken from 
the same soil as that in which the gold was 
found, and from a location as near the 
point of discovery as possible. An ample 
quarry of fine granite was found to exist 
close to Marshall's last resting place, and 
it was decided to have the monument of 
this material. 


T H E l’ LAN OF T H E M ONUMENT. 
The next point under consideration was 
the form of monument to boeree'ed. After 
deliberation and consultation with citizens, 
it was thought the most appropriate em­ 
blem would be a pedestal of massive gran­ 
ite, surmounted by a statue of Marshall. 
If this design is adopted it will show Mar­ 
shall dressed in rough miner's garb, stand­ 
ing erect, facing north, with one hand 
resting upon a iua«sive glittering cube, 
representing California's gold output to 
date, while with the other he points to the 
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exact spot where first the glittering parti- 
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cles were found, showing from whence 
came the beginning of that wealth which 
made Marshall 
and California famous 
before the whole world. 
Upon one face of 
the pedestal will simply be the seal of Cali­ 
fornia, containing that one word so appro­ 
priate—" Eureka." 
Another face will be a 
representation of the old Sutter Mill, while 
upon the other faces will be depicted 
miners' implements. The Commissioners 
have not yet fully decided upon this plan, 
................... 
if 
wishing first to consult the wishes of our 
citizens in the matter, but it is such an 
obviously appropriate design that it can 
safely be said public opinion will readily 
ask its adoption. 
In the evening they were 
serenaded at the Coionta 4'ineyard House 
by a brass band. 


T H E T IT L E TO S lA R S U A L L H IL I.. 
These poiuts disposed of, the Commission 
began inquiry as to the title of the land 
upon which the monument is to be built. 
The property js a portion of the Marshall 
estate, and Coroner Spencer, as adminis­ 
trator, has just secured a decree of distri­ 
bution of the property. It will go to sisters 
of the deceased in the East, and bv them 
sufficient will undoubtedly be deeded to 
the State for the purpose of erecting the 
----------------. 
- • 
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-------------------- 
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monument and providing pleasant sur­ 
roundings. 
Under the appropriation the 
$5 000 must be used for the erection of the 
monnmetit, and cannot be diverted to buy­ 
ing the site or constructing a road to the 
place. The matter of securing these pre­ 
requisites for the erection of the monu­ 
ment the Commissioners decided should 
be laid before the residents of the county, 
and came over to Placerville Thursday 
evening for that purpose. 


A G RAN D REC EPTIO N . 
They were met on arrival by a large dele­ 
gation of the Native Sons, headed with a 
brass band, who, learning of the objects of 
the Commissioners, at once called together 
as many members as possible, granting the 
Commission an audience, at the saíne time 
tendering them a banquet at the Carey 
House. At this gathering were also pres­ 
ent a number of our leading citizens. 
Be­ 
fore this gathering the Commissioners un­ 
folded their plans and desire, with the re­ 
sult that Placerville Parlor, Native Sons of 
the Golden 44Test, have agreed to take in 
charge the matter of securing for the State 
the site for the monument, and also to 
secure a public roadway leading to the 
monument site. In this the citizens joined, 
guaranteeing to aid as much as possible the 
accomplishment of this object. 
Under this guarantee the Commission 
will at once have plans and specifications 
for the structure made, and advertise for 
proposals for building the same, in order 
to have the monument completed as speed­ 
ily as possible. 


AT TH E BAN Q U ET. 
During the evening, a number of ad­ 
dresses were delivered by those present. 
Senator Caminetti ably placing befiire his 
hearers the conception theCommission had 
of their mission and duty, and what their 
plans was in the matter. " Senator Gesford, 
in referring to the placing of the monu­ 
ment in this historic county, paid a verv 
high compliment to the soil, climate, min­ 
eral and agricultural wealth and possibil­ 
ities of the section and its products, as com­ 
pared with valley sections, and especially 
with reference to the renowned Napa val­ 
ley which he was proud to be a representa­ 
tive. 
Commission J. H. Miller made a happy 
address, enlivening the company with his 
ready flowing wit and repartee, and was 
followed by County Clerk Hamilton of 
Sacramento, the

Of the party. Several of the citizens also 
made remarks relative to the Commission 
and its work, as also upon the future of the 
county, dealing especially upon the rail­ 
road situation and the efforts of the com­ 
mittee, two of whom were present, Messrs. 
Morey and Mierson, and who, in response 
to calls, made short addresses. 
At midnight the company adjourned 
with three cheers for the Commission, the 
Native Sons and the railroad, not, however, 
before Commissioner J. H. Miller, ap­ 
plauded by the company, had stated that 
he considered the gathering as one repre­ 
sentative of El Dorado county in every 
sense—that portion pertaining to the mem­ 
ory of Marshall typifying the golden and 
historic past of our section, while that por­ 
tion pertaining to the railroad and its com­ 
ing being heralds of a prosperous, golden 
future again in store for our rapidly devel­ 
oping county.

S acram en to a R ailroad C enter. 
At 4Yoodland Saturday there was a targe 
meeting of prominent citizens to hear the 
report of the committee appointed recently 
to confer with the railroad authorities in 
relation to extending the Madison, Lake 
and Mendocino Railroad to Woodland. 
The committee, consisting of H. P. Meritt, 
E. T. Clowe, C. R. Hoppin, W. M. Coward 
and B. 4V. Stephens, 


SU BM ITTED T H E FO LLOW ING B E fO R T : 
“ The railroad people received us in all 
kindness and seemed to appreciate the ef­ 
forts of our people in trying to advance the 
interest of our section of the State. Gov­ 
ernor Stanford informed us that the object 
of the railroad company was to connect the 
northern portion of the State with Sacra­ 
mento. 
He spoke very favorably of our 
town, and informed us that a survey would 
be made up Putah canyon, also Capay val­ 
ley, and if the routes were equally advan- 
uld be gi 
tageous, that preference would be given to 
the 4\Toodland and Capay route, and that 
the company would expect the right of way 
from 4Voodland to Madison, and sufficient 
grounds for depot purposes at 4Voodland. 
" In case the Putah route was the most 
practicable one for the railroad company, 
the route to Woodland would be conting­ 
ent upon the amount of assistance our 
people would or could extend the com­ 
pany. 
“ He said 300 miles of steel rail had 
been ordered and as soon as that arrived, 
and the surveys had been completed, the 
company would communicate with vour 
committee by letter and submit their final 
proposition to the consideration of our peo­ 
ple. 
“ Your committee informed Governor 
Stanford of the various rumors afloat that 
YVoodland would be left out of all railroad 
communication. 
We were given to under­ 
stand that such would not be the case, as 
Woodland, situated in the center of a fine 
and desirable country, and occupying a 
prominent place among the towns of Cali­ 
fornia, would demand the attention of the 
railroad people, as it was the desire and ob­ 
ject of said railroad people to advance the 
interest of said towns, thereby making a 
mutual interest between said towns, people 
and railroad company. Your committee 
also informed Governor Stanford that our 
people would meet the company on any 
fair and equitable proposition, that tended 
to enhance or promote the interest of our 
county and the town of Wo'odland.

“ in summing up the interview your 
committee feels assured of the sincerity of 
the railroad company and of their desire 
to assist us in the advancement of our 
town and county, and earnestly request 
that a vote of thanks be extended to the 
railroad company for the 
kindness in 
which your committee was received and 
the courtesy shown them, and especially to 
Governor Stanford, for the various im­ 
portant suggestions and information given 
us.” 
The Secretary then proceeded to read the 
following; 


S U P P L E M E N T A R Y SUGGESTIO N S OF CO M M ITTEE. 
“ Feeling the necessity of arousing our- 
Jreeungtne necessity ot arousing our 
selves to the importance of railroad con 
nections with our town, we earnestly re 
quest our peeple to prompt action in find­ 
ing out what can be done in the way of 
meeting the advance and proposition of the 
railroad company, as far as made, and pre­ 
pare ourselves to* act upon the final ulti­ 
matum which will be presented for onr con­ 
sideration. The time of action has arrived ; 
no waiting or standing back, in our judg­ 
ment, should be tolerated for a moment. 
Feeling assured that the railroad people 
mean business, and nothing unreasonable 
will be expected of us, and knowing the 
time has now arrived to make our town 
abound with improvements and prosperity, 
let us not cast to the four winds of heaven 
the golden opportunity which is now with­ 
in our grasp. Given by nature a soil un­ 
equaled and unexceled, and a town in the 
midst of Nature's gift, and adorned by me­ 
chanical and laborers' ingenuity and skill, 
shall we now leave undone the balance of 
the work which public spirit and enterprise 
will accomplish ?" 


T H E REPO RT ADOPTED. 
Several of the gentlemen present spoke 
upon the subject ot the report as a whole, 
and it was adopted without a dissenting 
voics. 
E. T. Clowe, one of those who took 
part in the discussion, made a ringing 
speech, stating among other thiugs that 
Stanford had given the committee to under­ 
stand that he was interested in buildine up 
Northern California. 
He spoke well of 
4Voodland as being a thriving city, located 
in the midst of the best lands in the State; 
all it wanted was more railroad communi­ 
cation to make its population 10,000 instead 
of 5,000. Mr. Clowe concluded his remarks 
by effectively stating, 
“Gentlemen, you 
can bet your bottom dollar that I’m a rail­ 
road man from the crown of my head to 
the soles of my feet." 
J. D. Lawson offered the following reso­ 
lution : 
Resolred, That Iht- m eeting tender its thanks 
to Governor Ixdncd Si milord and the other 
railroad officers, for the « n a n and courteous 
m anner in which they received the Woodland 
com m ittee. 
This motion was enthusiastically adopted 
as was also one thanking the committee. 
The 
meeting adjourned 
with three 
hearty cheers for the railroad and the com­ 
mittee respectively. 
Unanimity, earnest­ 
ness und harmony characterized the meet­ 
ing throughout, and everybody left the 
hall deeply impressed with the importance 
of the occasion, and confident that an 
effectual move had been made in the right 
direction.

ECTION 1.—EVERY PARENT, GUARDIAN 
or other peison in the State of California 
haying control and charge of any child or 
children between the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, shall be required to send any such child 
or children to a public school for a period of at 
least tw o-thirds of the tim e during which a 
public school shall be taught in each city, or 
city and county, or school district in each school 
year, commenciDg on the first day of July, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun­ 
dred and seventy-four, at least twelve weeks of 
which shall be consecutive, unless such ehi.d 
or children are excused from such attendance 
by the Board of Education of the city, or city 
and county, or of the Trustees of the school
